thus forcing any such individuals th at 
do remain to go into winter quarters 
on an empty stomach, will reduce to a 
minimum the numbers th at emerge the 
following spring. 
It may be a.sked if the rsults sug- 


couraged, and the soil is hotter pul­ 
verized by spring, forming a

seed bed conducive

growth. КшИтег, a cover crop on such

tiats, rye or barley, preventing erosion 
and leaching of plant food, furnish­ 
ing winter pasture, and furnishing <ч 
valuable green manure when lightly 
turned under in spring, encouraging 
rapid plant growth.

1 Weevil infestation, in spring starts from the few weevils that pass 
the winter. 
2 The weevils, developing late in the fall, are the ones most likely to 
survive the winter. 
3 M any w eevils w ill survive the winter in fields w here cotton stalks 
together with grass, weeds and other refuse material orrenng 
shelter are allowed to remain. 


4 Great numbers successfully pass the winter in dead grass along 
the fences, ditches and other waste places. 
5 The weevil eats only cotton. 
6 The w eevil breeds only in squares and bolls. 
7. The weevil can live for several months without food while hiber- 
nating and inactive. 
8 It does not become inactive until the first killing frosts. 
9 Previous to the first killing frosts, it can live for only about six 
days without food. 
10 Killing cotton growth early prevents new weevils breeding and 
permits only the older ones to ente i mberation.

1 I Very few of these older w eevils have sufficient vitality to pass 
the winter successfully.
